No. 525-B-81|34, — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 213 
of the Indore Residency Area Law, 1934 and 
in supersession of Central India Agency noti- 
fication No. 2533-13, dated the 26th August 
1939, the Ilou’ble the Resident for Central 
India is pleased to confirm and publish for 
general information the following bye-laws 
made by the Residency Area Authority, 
Indore, in exercise of his powers under section

Bye-laws regarding the control of Bullock- 
carts in the Residency Area. 

Bullock-carts traffic ou the roads in the 
Indore Residency Area shall be regulated by 
the following rules : — 

1. The driver of a bullock-cart shall obtain 
and carry with him, while driving the cart, 
«n the roads in the Residency Area, Indcre, 
a permit issued by the Residency Area Autho- 
rity for use of such roads. Each permit will 
be valid for a period of one year or one or 
more quarters. 

2. The holder of a permit shall produce it 
for inspection by the Police or an officer of 
the Residency Area office, Indore, whenever 
and wherever required while driving the cart 
on the Residency Area roads. 

3. A permit shall be issued on oral or 
written application to the Residency Area 
Authority at the discretion of the Residency 
Area Authority on payment of a fee of Rs. 4 
per annum or Re. 1 per quarter or fraction of 
a quarter, The quarters shall be January— 


March, April— June, July— September and 
October— December. 

4. A breach of any of these rules shall be 
punishable on conviction by a Magistrate with 
fine which may extend to Rs. 25. 

5. These rules shall not apply to bullock- 
cart traffic on the Agra-Boinbay road.

soon as may bo, and the provisions of this 
sub-rule shall apply as if the period to 
which the return related were the portion' 
of the said calendar year during which the 
factory is engaged in such industry ”, 

(2) to sub-rule (2), the following shall be 
added, namely : — 

“ and when any factory which was not 
in existence or was not engaged in the 
sugar industry in June in any year, during 
the next following annual period as afore- 
said engages or is about to engage in the 
said industry, the Statistics Authority shall 
serve such notice on the occupier of that 
factory as soon as may be, and the provi- 
sions of this sub-rule shall apply a a if the
